Wireless Telegraphy at ths 
Coast 


Victoria, Aug. 15.—H. A. Yarnell, of 
the Pacific Wireless Telegraph com- 
pany, Port Townsend, is in the city 
actively engaged with an assistant in 
installing on the Hotei Driard the ap- 
paratus for the new station to be es- 
tablished here. In from four to six 
weeks this, Victoria’s latest system of 
communication with the outside world 
will be doing business. 

The feasibility of sending and _ re- 
ceiving wireless messages from the 
top of the Driard has been tested, 
and since Mr. Yarnell’s arrival he has 
coresponded with other stations of 
the system now working, namely at 
Port Townsend, Friday Harbor, San 
Juan, Fort Casey and on the United 
States cutter Grant. 

The experiments having been very 
successful, Mr. Yarnell is now ad- 
vancing the work of installation with 
all possible dispatch. One of the 
front apartments of the Driard is to 
be given over to the business. It is 
to be attractively and comfortably 
fitted for the purpose. An expert 
operator named Wilson, of Seattle, is 
to have charge of the office, and when 
the station has been opened to the 
public the company will be prepared 
to accept all kinds of business.

Carrot River Country 


Melfort Moon: 

There are those who have been ac- 
quainted with the older settled por- 
tions of the Carrot River valley for 
many years who have no conception 
of the extent and resources of this 
rich and as yet undeveloped sireich 
of country. 

The Carret river from which it de- 
rives its name, has its source in the 
vicinity of township 41, range 27, al- 
most dirostly south of Prince Albert 
and not many miles east of the south 
branch of the Saskatobewan. From iis 
eource to where it empiies into the 
Maskatchewan north of the province 
of Manitova is a distance of about 300 
miles. The Carrot river is commer- 
cially navigable for over enc hundred 
miles of its entire length, from there 


———— 
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that portion of the river as far as 
Waterhen lake might be utilized in 
the same manner as the Saskatche- 
wan often is, for floating supplies 
down on small rafts and flat bottom 
boats. 

A few years ago not many outside 
of a few traders would have conira- 
dicted the statement that only 4 
smal! portion of the country was suit- 
able for settlement, as a very small 
portion was surveyed, and little was 
known by even the residents, of the 
unsurveyed parts. About four years 
azo when the line of the Canadian 
Northern Railway was surveyed 
throuzh, and the extent and fertil- 
ity of the country along the line east 
of Melfort became better known, sur- 
vey parties were sent in by the Do- 
minion government and large tracts 
of land opened up for settlement. 

Several parties of Dominion land 
surveyors are working in the districi 
this season, but although they are 
working back some distance from 
the line of railway, they still find 
good country and squatters keep go- 
ing in beyond the surveyed portion, 
and those on the fringe of the settled 
portion, stili bring in reports of good 
country beyond, so the knowledge of 
our resources, and the extent of coun- 
try suitable for settlement is extend- 
inz each season and judging from 
past experience and present reports 
the end is not set. 

It is very hard to get at the in- 
crease in population in the last four 
years,:but an idea of it may be ob- 
tained from the following carefully 
estimated increase in the number of 
general, hardware, drug and = furni- 
ture stores doing business here now 
and four years azo. At that time in 
the Carrot river valley there were 
only six small general stores, with 
stocxs of from one hundred to per- 
haps 2 thousand dollars each, while 
at the present time there are over 
thirty, very fewof which carry stosks 
of less than $1,000, and reaching from 
that up to over $20,000, and some pf 
which are doing a business of $25 .- 
000 a year. 

This is a rezord which can be sur- 
passed by few districts in the Terri- 
tories, and we believe by none in 
which the railway for one hundred 
miles is still being operated by those 
in charge of the construction. All of 
which points to the fact that the Car- 
tot river valley is making giant 
strides in the direction of becominz 
one of the potent factors which will 
assist in shaping the destiny of the 
West. With a railway to Hudson's 
Bay, which this district will have 
tapping it in the near future, and the 
Jarge amount of arable land fit for 
settlement, there is no reason why the 
Carrot river valley cannot take its 
place in the front rank of the pro- 
ezressive districts in the West. 


Fires Still Burning 


Blairmore Times: 

Forest fires are still raging near 
here and although the towns in the 
Pass are comparatively safe Lille, on 
Gold creek, is seriously :threatened. 
Two large fires are eating their way 
through the heavy timber, both head- 
ed towards Lille, one coming from the 
southwest and the other from _ the 
sovth, both of which have gained 
rreat headway. The fight against 
the fires on the South Fork, which are 
sweeping the McLaren timber limits, 
has been given up and-the fire fight- 
ers are devotinz their energies to- 
wards tryinz to save the limits near 
the Crow's Nest Lakes. A large fire 
is burning between here and Coleman 
on the high ridges north of the rail- 
way, but outside of destroying the 
timber threatens no damage. Another 
biz fire is burning on Willoughby 
Ridze and Byron Cvreck. In fact, 
bush fires are burning in every direc- 
tionand nothing but rain now appears 
to be of any use to put them out.
